Burt the Biſhop being 
taken out of the way, the Animo- 
ſities moſtly ceaſed; yet the Orromar 
Armies vexed the Kingdom all the 
Reign of Solyman, who dyedat Onins 
que Eccl:ſta an Hungarian City, on the 
4th, of September, Anno, 1566. and 
left his Son Selzmzs the Secondto reign 
in his ſtead; yet upon his Death Jchzz 
the Vayvecd of 1rafilvanz, firred up 
the Hiangari.s to Rebel againſt Maxi- 
milian, Son to the Emperour Ferd:. 
rand, and his Succeſlor in the Empire.

the end of Fanrary, 1604. and in his 
ſtead Achmat, was Saluted Emperor. 
In the beginning of whoſe Reign, the 
Tartars, under the leading of their 
Emperors Son, at the inſtigation of 
the Turks entered Hungary, and com- 
mitted ſuch Outrages,as are almoſt inz- 
poſlible to be expreſt in words : ( Now 
the reaſon why the Tarter is at all 
times ſo willing to aid the Turk, 
is, .for that by the many interchan- 
ges of Marriage, If the Turkiſh Male 
line fail, the Tartar ſucceeds in rhe 
Ottoman Empire :) Yet being followed 
cloſe by the Imperial Forces. and {uch 
Hunzerians as were in Arms, they 
were many of them miſerably flain. 


Notwithſtanding, Haſſan Baſſa, JOY N-- 
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ed them with an Army. drawn ont 
of the Turkiſh Garifons In 47425. 
when after having in vain beliezed 
Striv onmm, a littie before taken BY 
the Chriſtians, they were forced tg 
retire into ſtrong holds : When ſeeing 
plain Force would do nothing, the

Theſe after 
that forced the Caltmoeps of the Imperialifts, 
broke jnto the Firſt Line; fo rhat two Brital- 
lions were conſt; 211ed to give way to their Im- 
pauohty, but they were ſoon repulſed by for: 
Horfe ſert out for that purpoſe, and the Line 
2gain Cloſed by ſome Battalions. In the mean 
time the fix firk Baitzllions fell upon the J=- 
pizzries, behind the Barrocade of Waggone, 
2nd drove them from thence; but being char- 
ecd in Flank, and the Fire being very terrible, 
they were, after a brave Effort, conſtrained to 
relieve the two Regiments ci Driago0ns ehar 
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were to {econd them had, at the fame rime: 
begun to charge their [Horſe with good ſucceſs , 
bur the Janizziries coming to their ſuccour, the 
Encounter was fo :n.iz, that feveral Officers 
on bath files were f1:11, and fom? wounded ; 
and the two Regi:nents being forc-d to retire, 
were purſued by the Turks with erat fliwvek- 
ter : But General Meiterſheim coming up wick 
a freſh R-giment of Hoifz, drove the Enemy 
within th? Barrocide of Waggons; but there 
22 General received a dangerous VVournd 
wHi.ch cauſed him to leave tn2 Battie. 

Whilſt theſe things paſſed chus on this fide, 
the- Ottoman Cavaliy poured in on the other 
ide on ſome of the Imperial Regiments; and 
having at firſt but chem co the rout, brook? in 
up0o:1 the fecond Linz, but ch-v were ftopp-d 
ſhort by the lafantry £11 the firtt Line wis clo- 
{-d again by ſom? R-giments of Horl- that 
were fent from the oth-r fide; After which 
{ome Regiments vi :orovf]» repulſed tne En-my, 
bur were hindred from þ21ri.-1ag them by {ome 
unknown Order; howaver fome other R gt- 
ments of Hoiſ: purſu:4 tacm to thetr Burio- 
cade, and imm-diately ſome Faot vere detzch:d 
away, not only to {upp!y the places the Regt- 
ments of Foot hai lefe void ta the middle of 
the fri? Line, but to ſecond them, and botk ro- 
gether eni-avour to force th- Enemy's Barro- 
c2ie of Waggoas; but the J:nizrries fircd fo 
furiouſly upon the lmperialitts that they were 
forc: 4 co retire, and being purſued, their haſty 
retzeat diſordered another Regiment of Horte, 
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Nt the R-21ment of Canrara coming timely in, 
ove the Enemy back to theic Barcecades, ſo 
that the Grand Signtor who commanded a lit- 
tle reſerve Fhree Thouſand Men within the 
Barrocade, could hard]y ſtay the Fugitives from 
running upon, and difordering his other For- 
os; and now Night coming on parted the 
Fight that had continued bloody and doubrful 
0 many hours. The Duke of Savoy kept the 
Field of Battle 1n good order t:!; about mid- 
night, When underftanding that the Turks had 
Intrenched their Camp. to their Chin, in 2 
Counſel of War, it was refolved the Imperi- 
als ſhould retire and poticls their former 
Cimp. 

As for the ſlain, on the Turks part they are 
accounted Four Thouſand ; and on the Ch i/ii- 
ans Three Thouſand, beſt ie a great many wouti. 
Ge on either part: Amorg the ſ]:1a oi the 
latter ar2 the Generals Poland and Heiterſhreim : 
The B2ſIa of Marrifa is Priſoner; and 10 the 
morning the Turks retired 10 great halt. 

The Year 1696. following, the Turkiſb Sul- 
tan haſtened his Prepai a:10ns, and fome Rebel- 
lons were {rt on foot but ſoon brought under, 
and the Chief of the Rebels puniſhed, which 
ſo teriifying the others upon taking the Towns 
they had poſlefſ«d, many of them pt to the 
Sword ; and others ex-mplarily Puuniſhed, that 
they gave over thr Eaterpriz's. 

This did not fo much ditcourage the Turks, 
but they adv2aced, promiſing theml-1ves great 
matters, tho' the Imperial Azmy was mT 
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Ficid ready to oppoſe them : And veing rep] 
ied 1n their att2que m2Je 0n the iſ[1n4 of 7eter- 

wirradine, the Sultan refoived neverthelets 
atraque S2gedine, the piace where the Chief 
Imperial Mag:zine lay 3 ang this piace taken 
wonld have cut off the Communication with 
upper Hungary and Tranſiiotmis. But, © pre-

their 71eid- pieces ; and the Imperial Foot prel- 
fing furiouſly on, the Battle begun very 6] Ico3y 
and obftinate ; the C2vairy at the ſame time 
marc! "gup tothe Ditch, and ſtanding che E- 
nemy's Fire; tnen a Mage being opened D7 
the Lefc Wing of ch e Imperia! lifts, they fell 
upon the Turks on all fits; any the German 
Fooc with undaunted Courage b-3c th-m out 
of their Retrenchments, ani mage with their 
great Shot fo feariul a Slzughter cn ths Bridze, 
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that che Bodies of the ſlain greatly retarded the 
pallage of the living that were preſling over g 
and crimfoned the Stream with their Blocs : 
and many leaped into the Flood were drowned : 
And ſo furious were the German Solgiers, that 
they gave Quarter but toa few ; ſo that mo 
of the Prifoners taken in this firſt Encounter 


\ were found under the heaps of flain, or Bridge 


of Boats ; and here many Colours were ta- 
ken. | 

About two ot the clock in the morning, to 
purine their good ſucceſs, the Imperial Troops 
marched out of the Enemy's Entrenchments, 
and were reduced ur.der their Coleur along the 
R:ver. At break of day they took the Booty 
which was very rich, and perceived the Ene- 
my about half a League on the other fide of the 
River; then the whole Army advancing, patled 
the Bridge, and found the Sultan with his bro- 
zn Cavalry had left the Camp, and hafted to 
Teme(war ; {o that, with liccle refiftance, the 
whole plunder {cl co the Imperials, which was 
very rich; amongſt which was the Sultan's 
own Tent, with all the ret, which in fear and 
confuſion they had left behind them; with all 
thetr Cannon, Baggage, and Ammunition, Stan 
uards, Horſe-Tailes, Drums, Kertle-Drums, 
2nd 2 Maſs of Money to pay the Army: And in 
this Encounter the Grand Vifier, with many 
Bzflaws, the Aga of the Janizaries, and m2- 
ny others of Note were ſlain: The Grand Sig- 
mor's Seal was alſo found among the Spo11s,

-ravaging for five Miles round, brought .in a 
great Booty. Inthis Action, on the Imperiz! 
part, were loſt the Ge:eral of the Artillery, 
Count Heifter, the Saxon Genera), Count Res, 
and the Serjeants General dangerouſly wound- 
ed ; the fin amounting to Four Hundred and 
Thirty, and the wounded to One Thouſand 
Five Hundred Ninety Three 3 and the Tarks 
had about Twenty Thouſand killed, andT welve 
Thonſand drowned, either in p:fling the Bridge 
or endeavouring to ſwim the River; (© that it 
proved an entire Defeat, the like not having 
been ſo eaſily gained oyer them in any Ape; 
and great Spoils as Trophies of Victory have 
beer, ſent tothe Emperor, who has notified the 
Succeſs of his Arms to moſt of the Eurizr 
Princes. 

The parzicular damage the Enemy ſuſtzined 
1s very great ; the Imperials having, bcſt ie 
What 15 mentioned, taken fix Turkif Calathes, 
Eighty fix Standards and Colours, a great num- 
ber of Horſe-Tales, their Chic{ Enſign, twen- 
ty pair of Ketcle- Drums, all their great Guns, 
they carrying off but a very few ſmall Field- 
pieces, a great many Cheſts of Money brougit 
to pay the Army and Garriſon of Temeſw4r,and 
other places : The Tents burnt and otherways 
deftroyed were Twenty Thouſand, the Mules, 
Horſes, and other Cutle as many, or more 
The Armes taken were twency ſeven Thouſtnd: 
of 211 ſorts, with a great d-al of Powder, Bul- 
lets, Proviſion, Drums, Kautboys, ſome Bows 
and Arrows, Granadocs, Bombs, - and other 
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Warlike Provittons; fo that the Sultan is re- 
mwrne in he. 

This Signal Victory was fore-run by a great 
onz, obtainec by the Muſcovites over the Turks 
and T artars: So that, now we fad the prodi- 
gious Power of the Infidels, that have fo lorg 
with Fire and SJaughter been a Scourge to Chrj- 
ftenadom, 15 11 the waine, and may expe@ to 
Iwindle away, and be deaten our of Eurcze in a 
little rime : The uniting of the Chriftian Prin- 
ces, by a firm Pzace, giving the greateſt oppor= 
tunity that has been Known 1n many Ages to 
effc& ſo gloittous a Work; and more particu- 
larly the great Aſhſtance that wil! bz afforded 
to its furthrrance by the Eleftor of Saxony's be= 
ins Choſen and Crowned King cf Feland; and 
thus 1 put an end to this Famous and Rema: k- 
adie Fiftory. 
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
